1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record taken alone and in combination does not disclose " a calibration block to 
calibrate an ultrasonic transducer comprising an angle gauge supported relative . and 
an angle gauge supported relative to said guide surface on a first side of said guide 
surface, said angle gauge adjustable to measure a skew angle of said ultrasonic 
transducer on said guide surface" as recited in claim 1 and "a method of preparing an 
ultrasonic transducer to analyze material characteristics comprising rotating an 
ultrasonic transducer on said reference block to achieve a desired amplitude reflection 
and measuring an actual skew angle of said ultrasonic transducer on said reference 
block" as recited in claim 20.
